Committee, which must origi- 
nate the money measure, still 
has to hear from Secretary of 
Defense Melvin R. Laird before 
sending the bill to the full 
House. It has set Dec. 1 as a 
tentative date for reporting it. 


By the time it gets through 


the House and the Senate Ap- 
propriations Committee, it will 
be close to Christmas. This 
raises the prospect that action 
will have to be deferred until 
January on-the-bill which is to 
provide funds for the year that 
started last June 30.

Not Guilty 


JONESBORO, Ark. (AP) _ 


Two former penal farm em- 
ployes, who were charged with 
abusing the civil rights of a 
prisoner, were found not guilty 
Thursday night by a U.S. Dis- 
trict Court Jury. 


The jury returned the verdict 


about 1\'z hours after receiving 
the case. 


Charged were Edwin Lucas, 


64, now a farmer in Mississippi, 
and Howard McCain, 60, of 
Luxora, now a factory worker. 


Lucas and McCain were ac- 


cused of violating the rights of 
Oscar Lee Phelps, 33, of Osce- 
ola July 24, 1965 while they 
were employed at the Mississip- 
pi County Penal Farm. 


The government alleged that 


Phelps died after a beating, but 
Lucas 
and 
McCain 
were 


charged with a misdemeanor. 
Maximum sentence for either 
man would have been one year 
in jail and a fine of $1,000 or 
both. 


The case went to the jury 


shortly before 3 p.m. Thursday 
and the jury recessed for din- 
ner at 6s45. The group resumed 
deliberations about 8;15. About 
an hour later, Jury Foreman 
J. L. Proctor of Jonesboro told 
the court 
that the jury had 


reached a partial decision, but 
desired a partial explanation of 
instructions. 


U,S. District Court Judge J. 


Smith Henley reread 
several 


sections of the instructions and 
about an hour later the jury re- 
turned the verdict. 


Both men shook the hands of 


the jurors as they filed out.

62 Miners 
Feared lost 
In Africa 
JOHANNESBURG, 
South Af- 


rica (AP) - Sixty-two miners 
were believed killed today when 
cases of explosives apparently 
tafl&fi'se't' W-'ac'ddettalty'l'/s' 
miles underground in the Buf- 
felsfontein gold mine, the corpo- 
ration that owns the mine an- 
nounced here. 


"Anyone down there at the 


time of the blast hasn't a hope 
In hell," said a spokesman for 
General Mining and Finance 
Corp. "It is highly unlikely that 
anybody caught in a blast like 
that could survive. 


"They were sinking a shaft 


and at the bottom of a shaft, 
there is nowhere to hide. The 
chances of them being sealed up 
but still alive . 


"Half an hour before the 


blast," the spokesman said, 
"nine or 10 cases of explosives 
were sent down the shaft. They 
must have exploded accidental- 
ly. It would not be a question of 
them detonating earlier than ex- 
pected in a planned explosion 
because the men could not have 
drilled and plugged their holes." 


The spokesman said the blast 


occurred in a shaft being sunk 
off another shaft 7,700 feet be- 
low the surface. 


South Africa's worst mine dis- 


aster occurred in January 1960 
when 436 workers were killed in 
the Coalbrook Borth Colliery.

Enemy Hits 
Many Allied 
Outposts

SAIGON (AP) - An estimat- 


ed 100 Viet Cong guerrillas as* 
saulted government outposts de* 
fending Saigo 
early today for 


the first timo in 18 months, 
while other enemy forces made 
68 rocket and mortar attacks 
across the country, 


The shelling was the heaviest 


in more than two months. The 
South Vietnamese military com' 
mander for Saigon and 11 sur- 
rounding 
provinces 
said the 


sharply 
stepped 
up attacks 


marked the beginning of the en- 
emy's winter campaign. His 
American counterpart said, "I 
don't think he's going to get 
very far with it." 


Most of the attacks were in 


the Mekong Delta south of Sai- 
gon or in the central highlands, 
Casualties included two Ameri- 
cans killed, six wounded, three 
Vietnamese civilians killed and 
20 civilians and 18 soldiers 
wounded. 


Viet Cong guerillas attacked 


two outposts manned by South 
Vietnamese combat police on 
the southern fringe of Saigon 
with AK47 rifles and hand-fired 
rockets shortly after midnight. 
The posts are about a mile 
apart. 


There apparently was no at- 


tempt to infiltrate into the city, 
as earlier reports had indicat- 
ed; instead the mission was to 
destroy the outposts, and it did 
not succeed, although the posts 
were lightly defended. 


One South Vietnamese combat 


policeman was killed and seven 
were wounded. The bodies of 
three barefoot g u e r r i l l a s 
dressed in black pajamas were 
found alongside one of the posts. 
Five assault rifles and one rock- 
et launcher were found nearby. 


It appeared 
the Viet Cong 


were local force guerrillas who 
live in the swamps on the south- 
ern edges of the city. The attack 
was typical of the Viet Cong 
guerrilla warfare during the 


early 1960s* 


Government forces made no 


apparent attempt to pursue the 
guerrillas, but outposts were 
reinforced, 


Meanwhile, about 150 North 


Vietnamese soldiers attacked a 
South Vietnamese militia out- 
post 30 miles northwest of Sai- 
gon and six miles from the 
Cambodian border early today. 
Headquarters said 84 enemy sol* 
diers were killed, SOofthemby 
American helicopter gunshlps 
and artillery, while South Viet- 
namese casualties were one 
killed and nine wounded. 


Key U.S. officials in Washing- 


ton said Thursday they expect 
North Vietnam to strengthen its 
forces in South Vietnam sub- 
stantially by early next year so 
they can put new pressures on 
President 
Nixon for 
conces- 


sions.

10 with dummy's jack. 


The finesse won, so South 


lost no diamonds. Later on, 
he tried the spade finesse in 
an effort to make seven but 
that one lost. 


Suppose 
the diamond fi- 


nesse had lost? East would 
have been on lead with the 
choice of leading away from 
his king of spades or giving 
South a ruff and discard by 
playing a club. Either would 
get rid of one of South's 
spades; the other would go 
on the long diamond and the 
slam would make. 


For those who want to look 


on the dark side of life, we 
want to point out that West 
would have been better ad- 
vised if he had opened a 
spade. This would set up one 
sure spade trick for the de- 
fense and South would not 
have been happy when he 
got around to playing the 
diamond suit. 


He might well have made 


the correct decision. We'll 
never know but we can be 
sure that South would have 
put in a lot of thought before 
he got through.

FIREARMS PROHIBITED IN HUNTING DEER 


All rifles of 22 caliber and under—including 218 


Bee, 219 Zipper, 22 Hornet, 22 Savage, 220 Swift and 
222 Remington—and all rifles using rimfire cartridges, 
shotguns of 410 gauge or smaller are prohibited. Hunt- 
ers using shotguns must use buckshot no smaller than 
No. 4 ball shot or rifled slugs. 


GENERAL PROVISIONS 


Unlawful to set fire or cause to be fired, woods or 


marshland of another, or to leave campfire unextin- 


guished, or build fire in wooded area where it cannot be 
safely extinguished. 


Unlawful to hunt from or on, or to shoot from or 


across, any public road or right-of-way 
thereof. 


USE OF DOGS 


Any dog of any age used to hunt, chase, pursue, or 


take any wild animal or wild bird must be licensed. Any 
dog so used must wear a collar with name and address 
of owner and the dog license tag attached. Name and 
address of owner may be tattooed in the dog's ear in- 
stead of being on collar. Dog license—$1.50 


GENERAL DEER HUNTING REGULATIONS 


Deer hunters cannot establish camp more than 48 


hours prior to the beginning of hunting periods and 
must break camp within 24 hours after. 


A legal buck is one with antlers four (4) inches or 


longer and or forked antlers. 


Any person killing a leqal deer shall immediately 


tog such deer with tag provided before moving the deer. 
Resident hunters under 16 years of age and holders of 
lifetime licenses are to report to a wildlife officer for 
tags. IN ADDITION, any person killing a legal deer 
shall report to a Commission checking station in the 
zore where killed and qivt information as to area of 
kill, size, sex, etc 


UNLAWFUL to hunt 
capture or kill, or attempt to 


hunt, can'ure Or lih anv deer at any time in any lakes 
or streams of the state, or bv use of boats of any type.

HOPE NEWSPAPER HISTORY: 


The 1929 consolidation joined 


the two principal newspaper lines 
dating back to within five years 
of Hope's incorporation in 1875. 


1899 - Star of Hope found- 


ed as a weekly by Claude Mc- 
Corkle; converted to an evening 
daily Jan. 1, 1920, by his son, 
Ed. McCorkle, publishing until 
the 1929 consolidation. 


The opposition line: 
1880 - Hope News founded by 


Lowry Brothers. 


1883 - Sold to Withers & John- 


son, name changed to Hope Tele- 
graph. 


1883 — Later 
in same year 


resold to Claude McCorkle and 
renamed Hops Mercury. 


1884 - Sold to James H. Betts, 


who named it Hope Gazette, under 
which name it was published con- 
tinuously until 1922, published by 
Betts, J.L. Tullis, andCol.W.W. 
Folsom the last-named dying in 
191G. 


191G - Purkins & Gates bought 


the weekly Gazette and made it 
a companion paper to their new 
daily, Arkansas Evening Herald 
— but both papers suspended in 
1922. 


192G — Plant was revived by 


Curtis Cannon as the weekly 
Hempstead County Review. 


1927 -Cannon sold plant to 


D.A. Gean, who eNtablished the 
morning Hope Daily Press. 


1929 -C.E. Palmer and A.H. 


Washburn consolidated The Star 
and the Press as Hope Star, with 
Palmer as president and Wash- 
burn secretary-treasurer. 


1957 - Following Mr. Pal- 


mer's death Mrs. Palmer be- 
came president. 


1969 -With Mrs. Palmer's 


retirement from Star Publish- 
ing Co. Washburn became 7G 
per cent owner and president 
— balance 24 per cent being held 
by Texarkana Newspapers, Inc.

As a result of the German 


measles (rubella) epidemic 
of 1963-1965, birth 
defects 


were discovered in some 30,- 
000 infants in a city of 3.5 
million population. The prob- 
lem is much more serious 
than had formerly been real- 
ized as the defects included 
cataracts, malformed hearts, 
deafness and mental retarda- 
tion. Now that a live, attenu- 
ated rubella vaccine is avail- 
able, the prospects for pre- 
.yenting. these tragedies are: 
greatly enhanced. 


When given to children, 


the 
vaccine 
very 
rarely 


causes 
any 
side 
effects. 


Adults are more likely to 
have reactions in their joints 
or lymph nodes coming on 
two to four weeks after the 
vaccination. Since the vac- 
cine itself may cause birth 
defects, it should never be 
given to a woman who could 
possibly be pregnant or who 
might become pregnant with- 
in two or three months. For 
this reason the best way to 
protect all pregnant women 
is to immunize all children 
between the ages of one year 
and puberty with the new 
vaccine. 


The vaccine should not be 


given to an infant, a child 
with a fever until the temp- 
erature returns to normal or 
to anyone who is known to 
be allergic to neomycin, an 
antibiotic, a small amount 
of which is added to the vac- 
cine. At present, the vac- 
cine s h o u l d not be given 
within four weeks of any 
other virus vaccine. 
After 


more s t u d i e s have been 
made it may be possible to 
combine it with others. 


Q—What c a u s e s myas- 


thenia gravis? Is it contagi- 
ous? Is it disabling? Is there 
any treatment? Where can

arette advertising may find a 
delay on the bill will work to 
their advantage in the long run. 


If the legislation languishes 


too long, the Federal Trade 
Commission 
and the Federal 


Communications 
Commission 


have promised to take action on 
their own to ban sucli advertis- 
ing from the printed page as 
well as from radio and televi- 
sion broadcasts. 


The measure banning broad- 


cast cigarette ads by 1971 was 
approved by the Senate Com- 
merce Committee Wednesday. 
It talces a tougher approach 
than does a similar measure 
passed by the House last sum- 
mer. 


The House bill would toughen 


the warning required on ciga- 
rette packages wliile prohibiting 
any further attempt at regula- 
tion until 1975.

WASHINGTON (AP) - For 


the past five years, American 
children have been working on a 
foreign aid program of their 
own—helping build schools in 
developing nations. 


Today the program reached a 


landmark 
with announcement 


that the 1,000th school to be con- 
structed under the School Part- 
nership Program will bo in Ma- 
trincha, Brazil. The funds were 
raised by Memorial High School 
in St. Mary's, Ohio, a city of 
7,800 in the western part of the 
state. 


Under the unique program, 


sponsored by the Peace Corps, 
more than 700 schools-most 
with only one room—have been 
built already in 44 countries 
with funds raised by 1,300 U.S. 
schools in 47 states. 


The school partnership pro- 
gram began in 1963 when Gene 
Bradley, then editor of General 
Electric's public affairs maga- 
zine, Forum, was elected prei 
dent of the Rosendale Elemen-'" 
tary School Parent-Teacher As- 
sociation in Niskayuna, N.Y. 


The 
school 
was 
so well 


equipped 
that 
Bradley 
was 


warned by his predecessor his 
biggest problem would be find- 
ing useful things to do for it. 


Several 
weeks later, on a 


business 
trip 
to Washington, 


Bradley asked a friend who had 
headed a U.S. foreign-aid mis- 
sion in the Near East what he 
would do with a thousand dol- 
lars. 


The friend replied he would 


build a school. 


Bradley returned home, dis- 


cussed the idea with his PTA 
board and was given solid back- 
ing. 


Back 
in 
Washington, 
he 


sought advice and learned from 
Sargent Shriver, then head of 
the Peace Corps, that the idea 
was suited for the volunteer 
agency's self-help program. 


Selected as the site for the 


first 
school was Casablanca, 


Colombia, a rural village with 
80 school-age children and no 
school. 


The children at Rosendale 


raised $800 at a fair and $350on 
other projects which not only 
bought the materials required to 
build Casablanca's La Kscuela 
Rosendale but also permitted 
the adoption of another Colom- 
bian village. 


The Peace Corps encourages 


the schools in the two countries 
to exchange ideas and materials 
so that the youngsters get to 
know each other better, 


In one project during the sum- 


mer of 1908, students froinSom- 
i-rville, N.J., went to Peru to 
help with the building of the 
school. 


The Peace Corps also tries to 


tret host country citizens to visit 
the 
U.S. 
schools 
that 
have 


raised money for communities 
in their own nation. This year, 
Qiariians 
went to Lanesville, 


hid., 
and Ethiopians went to 


schools iri Iowa.

army divisions have reached 
reasonably 
acceptable combat 


shape, according to U.S. mili- 
tary sources. 


These officers said just a year 


ago only one ARVN division 
could be rated as at least good. 


They now rank the remaining 


six South Vietnamese divisions 
from marginal to poor. 


U.S. authorities concede the 


South Vietnamese army has not 
yet been battle tested on a wide 
scale since the Nixon adminis- 
tration ordered a speed-up in 
the "Vietnamization" of the 
war. 


The aim of that program is to 


prepare the South Vietnamese 
forces to replace U.S. ground 
combat units as soon as possi- 
ble, so Americans may be with- 
drawn gradually. 


"The ARVN is going to lose 


some battles, there are prob- 
lems and there are some bad 
units, but the South Vietnamese 
are doing better," one civilian 
official said. 


Last Monday, President Nixon 


reported progress in training 
the South Vietnamese forces has 
been greater than anticipated 
and that, as a result, the U.S. 
withdrawal timetable "is more 
optimistic now than when we 
made our first estimates in 
June." 


American 
military 
sources 


said the South Vietnamese 1st 
division in the Northern I Corps 
and the 7th, 9th and 21st divi- 
sions in the Mekong River Delta 
are at least reasonably accepta- 
ble. 


The U.S. officers who dis- 


cussed current evaluations gave 
high marks to the South Viet- 
namese airborne troops and re- 
ferred to 14 armored cavalry 
squadrons as "a real success 
story."

In 
fact, more than one-half of the 
big industrial blue chips that 
make up the widely used Dow 
Jones stock average reported 
increases over the April-May- 
June period. 


The bad news for corpora- 


tions, however, was revealed by 
their profit margins, or the per- 
centage of net income to gross 
income. Sharp declines were ev- 
ident throughout a long list of 
blue chip companies. 


In fact, much of the earnings 


increases 
reported 
by some 


companies 
was nothing more 


than inflation, as pointed out by 
John Wright, an investment ad- 
viser and publisher of Wright 
Advisory Reports. 


"Real profits," says Wright, 


"are 
now declining, although 


nominal earnings are up. Dollar 
earnings for the third quarter 
were 4.5 per cent ahead of a 
year ago, but inflation cut dollar 
power by 5'/2 percent." 


The net result, Wright Ob- 


serves, is that many companies 
that reported earnings increases 
over a year ago actually had de- 
clines. 


The 
profits 
deterioration 


shows most clearly by dividing 
total sales into net income. 


An analysis of 25 industry 


groupings, based on reports 
through Oct. 31, shows that only 
six improved their profit mar- 
gins. The rest remained the 
same or declined, some of them 
very sharply. 


A year 
ago, for^ example,, 


eight printing arid publishing 
companies listed on the New 
York Stock Exchange had an 
average profit margin of 6.07 
per cent. This year the figure 
dropped to 5.09 per cent. 


A study of incomes for 24 food 


companies 
show 
that profit 


margins in the third quarter of 
1968 were around 4.5 per cent. 
This year the percentage deteri- 
orated to3.63. 


Evidence of similar shrink- 


ages can be found throughout 
industry, strong evidence that 
the government's slowdown pro- 
gram is being felt strongly, de- 
spite the illusion created by 
some seemingly healthy profit 
reports. 


The impact might be even 


stronger than is evident from 
the profit margins. Some com- 
panies, for example, have main- 
tained profits simply by raising 
prices, which is easy enough to 
do when inflation is at a 6 per 
cent rate. 


The true picture of corporate 


profits, therefore, is likely to 
show up in poor fourth-quarter 
reports, scheduled to be re- 
leased in late January and early 
February.
